INSURANCE RATES 
INTO MELTING POT 


Illinois Starts This Week on 
Inquiry of the Fire Risk 
Charges; Commission 
Named by Deneen. 


PRICES TOO HIGH HERE? 


Chicago Said to Be Taxed Heav- 
ily on Residence Property; 
New Bill to Correct 
Present Faults.

Illinois starts this week upon a pioneer 
movement to delve deeply into the why and 
the wherefore of fire insurance ratemaking 
and to attempt to enact a scientifically based 
fire insurance rate law. 

The commission appointed by Gov. Deneen 
by virtue of a legislative joint resolution 
adopted last winter is ready for business and 
enters upon an investigation which is deemed 
likely to rank with the famous New York 
life insurance inquiry. 

Informally the commission, aided by Oscar 
B. Ryon of Streator, attorney for the state 
insurance department, will prepare at Spring- 
field for the beginning of hearings which will 
be ordered in the larger cities of the state, 
culminating in Chicago with a series of in- 
quiries before which the chief experts and 
Officials of the fire insurance companies will 
be asked to testify. 


Commission Named by Deneen. 

By appointment of Gov. Deneen, in con- 
formity with the requirements of the genera! 
assembly's joint resolution, the commission 
is composed of Edeson W. Lyman of Chi- 
cago, E. A. Hall of Springfield, George Gill 
of Quincy, Carl Helpingstell of Rock Island, 
and S. D. Sexton of East St. Louis. Capt. 
Lyman is the chairman of the commission 
and Mr. Gill is the secretary. 

The joint resolution was introduced in the 
senate by Senator Hearn of Quincy and in the 
house by Representative Wilson, also of 
Quincy. It was adopted practically withbut 
opposition. The full strength and cotiperation 
of the state administration, and especially 
of the insurance department through Ineur- 
ance Superintendent F. W. Potter, is to be 
thrown upon the side of a deep and thorough 
investigation of the serious differences said 
to exist between the insurers and the insured 
as to rates throughout Illinois, and especially 
within the congested centers in the larger 
municipalities and in Chicago particulafly. 

It is claimed, for instance, that rates on 


| dwelling houses in Chicago are much Higher 


than in New York, Philadelphia, Boston, 

and other eastern cities, and that no valid 

reason exists for such a condition. 
Dwelling House Rates High? 

It has been claimed repeatedly that the 
dwelling house class of business is as good 
in Chicago as it is in any other city of the 
first class in the country, and could be writ- 
ten at a profit by stock companies at prices 
decidedly under those charged in the city. 

Men who have been intimately associated 
with the fire insurance business in Chicago 


are said to be prepared to go before the com- 


mission which Gov. Deneen has named to 
give testimony tending to show that the ex- 
pense of doing business is double what it 
should be, and that from one-fourth to one- 
third of the premiums paid by owners of 
dwelling houses goes into the pockets of 
agents and brokers. 

The commission also expects to investigate 
thoroughly the manner of making rates for 
the congested business districts in the big 


cities, and to develop if possible from officers. 


of the major fire insurance companies a scien- 
tific basis upon which can be framed a fire in- 
surance rate law to be offered in the next 
regular session of the legisla ture. 

Fair Rate Law Sought. 

Kansas already has enacted a rate law 
for fire insurance, according to information 
available at Springfield, but it is declared 
by representatives of the fire insurance com- 
panies and admitted by leaders on the other 
side of the argument that the Kaneas law 
ie not constructed round any definite or 
firsthand information. The purpose of the 
Illinois commission, about to go into action, 
is to lay the foundation for a fair rate law. 

The condition laid down in the preamble 
of the Hearn-Wiison resolution, which was 
set up as necessitating the forthcoming in- 
vestigatlon, was as follows: 

“ Whereas, the fire insurance laws of II- 
Hnoig make no provision whatever as to 
what rates the fire companies shall charge 
for business procured in this state, the ques- 
tion’ of rates being one entirely with the 
companies or bureaus and there being no 
officer in the state who has any authority 
as to making or changing fire insurance 
rates; and 

“ Whereas, the fixing of the classification 
of municipalities and physical conditions of 
properties as a basis for fire insurance rates

The joint resolution proceeds to authorise 
the governor to appoint a commission of 
five disinterested citizens to obtain informa- 
tion and to report to the general assembly 
the advisability of enacting a rate regulating 
act. The commission is constituted a judi- 
cial body with power to subpoena and compel 
the attendance of witnesses and to compel 
the production of documents, en . or 
other information.

Jewelry and silverware valued at $1,700 
were stolen last night by burglars who broke 
into the residence of Stewart Hodges, at 
116 Walton place. 

The thieves gained entrance to tung house 

by forcing a kitchen window, and were busy 
rifling drawers and cabinets when a maid, 
Olga Jensen, who had been away during the 
evening, returned. When she opened the 
door the burglars were frightened away, 
and left valuables worth $2,000 on the dining 
room floor. 
The articles secured by the thieves in- 
cluded several brooches, cameos, bracelets, 
chains, silverware, rings, and one pear! neck- 
lace. 

Mr. Hodges and his wife had been away 
from home all day, visiting friends in Evane- 
ton. At 6 o'clock the maid left, returning 
at 10. As soon as she opened the front door 
she felt a draft blowing through the house, 
and at once ran to the rear. 


Finds Silverware in Sack. 

She found the kitchen door open and the 
lights burning in the dining room. On the 
floor she found a gunny sack in which the 
thieves had placed silverware. Hastening 
upstairs, the girl found nearly every room 
in the house had been rifled. In the bedrooms 
of Mr. and Mrs. Hodges drawers had been 
forced open and jewel cases were scattered 
over the floor. 

The maid then telephoned to Evanston, and 
Mr. Hodges returned immediately. He noti- 
fied the police of the East Chicago avenue 
station and a search was started for the burg- 
lars. 

Mr. Hodges said he had been careful to lock 
all the doors and windows before leaving for 
Evanston, and that his wife, to insure safety, 
had taken most of her jewels with her. She 
had several diamond rings in her purse. 

The police believe there must have been 
more than one intruder, because the house 
was so completly torn up.

SMOKE WAR FALLS 
ON KING NICOTINE 


President Knight of Oak Park 
‘L,’ Hearkening to the Cry 
of a ‘Cleaner Chicago,’ 
to Abolish Smokers. 


PROTESTS FILL THE AIR. 


Angry Suburbanites Call Mass- 
meetings to Express Their 


Indignation and to 
Plan Revenge. 


The opening wedge for the abolition of 
smoking cars on the elevated roads and the 
prohibition of smoking on the platforms of 
street cars probably will be driven home this 
week, 

Within the next three days Clarence A. 
Knight, president of the Chicago and Oak 
Park elevated, expects to do away with all 
smokers on the company’s lines, and he has 
asked John M. Roach, president of the Chi- 
cago Railways company, to prohibit smok- 
ing on the platforms of the Madison street 
and Lake street lines, the competitors of the 
sé ~~" 

This anouncement of the proposed exten- 
sion of the anti-smoke' crusade to a branch 
of loca) transportation operated entirely by 
electricity never has been cordially received 
in Chicago, and the storm clouds—of smoke— 
already have begun to rise over Oak Park 
and Austin. Under the circumstances other 
traction officials say they are inclined to 
“ wait and see how Knight comes out.“ 

Decides While in Europe. 

The president of the Oak Park d supposed 

to have experienced his change of spirit in 
this matter during a summer’s absence in 
Europe and a more recent extended stay in 
New York City. It was he who, upon the 
opening of the Oak Park line in 1898, was the 
real pioneer in Chicago in adding a smoking 
car as a part of the equipment of every train. 
His best friends have been surprised at his 
jump in position. 
„Mr. Knight denied he had discovered in 
his heart any increased animosity toward 
tobacco, or that he thought less of its users 
than he did fifteen years ago. 

“It’s a question of operation as well as of 
health, cleanliness, and comfort,” he ex- 
plained. ‘‘ Those were the usual arguments 
when in the past we were bombarded with 
cries of Down with the smoker; but we have 
the additional reason that by this change we 
can give better service to our patrons. 


“During the greater part of the day we. 


run two car trains, a smoker and a ladies’ 
car.’ As a rule the smoking car never is 
filled, while frequently. the- ether Sar con- 
tains women hanging to straps. 

No Smokers in London, : 

“They don't have smokers in London and 
in New York they don’t have them in the 
subway or on the elevated. The results seem 
to be good. 

„For ten days Supt. Noe has had men 
taking statistics on the conditions on our 
trains, and his preliminary reports to me 
indicate it will be advisable to abolish the 
smoker. I expect his final report In the fore 
part of the week, and if it carries out this 
theory I shall issue the order at once. I 
suppose there will be some harsh words 
said about it, but we are looking to the 
best interests of our patrons in doing it.“ 

His suspicion that users of tobacco would 
use his name roughly was shared by How- 
ard G. Hetzler, president of the Metropoli- 
tan Elevated, and Charles V. Weston, preei- 
dent of the south side company. 


Fears King Nicotine. 

„We don't feel inclined to act now,“ said 
Mr. Metzler. “ Our traveling public wouldn't 
like It, and they do make things uncom forta- 
ble when they get started. We have opposed 
the abolition of smokers consistently, and I 
don’t believe the time to alter our attitude 
has arrived. We shall watch Mr. Knight's 
experiences with interést.’” 

„ We haven't discussed this subject in di- 
rectors’ meeting recently.“ said President 
Weston, and I don’t see that we need bring 
it up immediately. Personally, I'd like to see 
how it works out with the Oak Park.“ 

In addition to these forebodings of discon- 
tent sure indications of trouble came from the 
neighborhood that will be affected by Mr. 
Knight's order. The leading smokers of Oak 
Park were inclined to utter smoking hot 
sentiments, and their wives stood by them.

WOMAN KILLED BY “L” TRAIN 


| Miss Josephine Welter Crushed to 


Death at Surface Crossing. 
HEAD IS ALMOST SEVERED, 


Rogers Park People Will Make New 
Demand for Raising of Track.

Miss Josephine Welter of 1185 Lunt ave- 
nue was killed last night by a Northwestern 
elevated train on the surface track at the 
Morse avenue crossing in Rogers park. 

Her body was discovered by a policeman 
shortly after midnight. It was terribly 
crushed. 

She was crossing the tracks and failed to 
see the warning® of the fagman. The train 
struck her and she fell under the wheels. 

The motorman stopped the train as quickly 
as possible and with a number of passengers 
hurried back. They found her head was 
almost severed and her right arm and left 
leg were crushed, 

Action toward the immediate elevation of 
the tracks probably will follow. Rest- 
Gents of Rogers Park have agitated this 
matter for more than a year, and some time 
ago President Mason Starring of the com- 
pany said he would remedy the danger. 


Body Is, Identified. 

Miss Welter’s body was taken to Weimes- 
kirch’s undertaking establishment, 7066 
North Clark street. She was identified by 
cards bearing the name of Miss Welter. 

Nicholas Scheisweig, whose addrese the 
police did not learn, was with Miss Welter 
when the accident occurred. He narrowly 
escaped the fate of his companion, 

Scheisweig told the police he and Miss Wel- 
ter had been visiting friends and were on 
their way home when the accident occurred. 
They did not notice the train's approach 
and both stepped in front of it. He said he 
does not know how he escaped with his life. 
His companion was hurled to the ground 
and the wheels passed over her head. 


Says He Saw No Watchman. 

“If there was a watchman at the crossing 
I did not see or hear him give any warning.“ 
Scheisweig told Lieut. Cullinane. “ Wewere 
walking toward Miss Weliter’s home and as 
we neared the railroad crossing I listened 
and looked to see if a train was coming. I 
saw no headlight and there was no signal 
given that a train was approaching. 

Just as we got on the crossing the train 
flashed in front of us. It came so swiftly and 
suddenly that for a second I did not know 
what to do. It was holding Miss Welter by 
the arm and tried to pull her out of danger. 

It all happened so suddenly that I don’t 
know what she did. She probably 2 en in

On the 
sidewalk outsidę one of the girls, in bidding 
one of the young men goodby, called him 
‘dear.’ In response he seized her and kissed 
her before the throng of hundreds of drinking 
men and women who crowded the sidewalks. 

“The place did not close until a few min- 
utes after 1 o'clock, but at the closing hour 
the lights were darkened and then began 
actions on the part of both men and women 
at the tables which offended every principle 
of good breeding. Many of the women were 
young, some in short dresses.“ 


Reports from Amusement Parks. 


The investigators saw things at the White 
City and Sans Souci dance halls that the min- 
isters pronounced vile.“ In both places 
many unescorted girls in short dresses were 
dancing. Couples waltzed in a hugging posi- 
tion, said the investigators, and the girls 
in many instances left the dance halls at 
midnight without escorts and stood about on 
the street corners.

SO FEATHERS WILL BE SAFE. 


Wearers Must Not Be Annoyed by Over- 
hanging Branches. 


Women who wear large hats are welcome 
in Evanston. So welcome, in fact, that the 
city council is ready to take action against 
low overhanging shrubbery and trees that 
annoy the advocates of expensive millinery. 

Chief of Police Shaffer of that city has 
been served with notices that no longer shall 
the natural beauty of the city, caused by the 
shrubbér}, interfere with the adornment of 
the human. beauty of the suburb. 

An limbs of trees or any follage hanging 
within eight feet of the sidewalk level shall 
be removed, is the edict issued by the city 
fathers, and the police have sworn to carry 
out the order. 

The matter was introduced to the council 
by Ald. W. G. Sherer. He stated that he 
had received several complaints from the fair 
sex in his ward that the trees and shrubbery 
interfered with the wearing of hats, made it 
impossible to carry umbrellas in a position 
to shelter such hats, and were otherwise a 
nuisance. Other aldermen stated they had 
received similar complaints. 

„ We want the sidewalks,’’ said Mayor 
Joseph E. Paden, “‘ mace so that women can 
wear the present style of hat in safety and 
comfort.”’ 

‘“* Yes,’ supplemented Ald. Sherer, “we 
want the peach basket and the merry widow 
to have a chance.” 

The council was unanimously in favor 
of aiding the feminine distress, and after 
a discussion of ways and means it was de- 
cided that the city ordinance covered the 
matter, and Chief of Police Shaffer was 
given orders to stringently enforce the law 
in regard to clearance of trees and shrubs.

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NINE ARRESTS AFTER MURDER 


Policemen Gather in Armed Ital- 
ians Near Seene of Tragedy. 


SLAYER IS STILL AT LARGE. 


Anthony Faligo Is Believed to Have 
Stabbed Slayer of Bertucei. 


Nine Italians who’ were carrying dirks, 
stilettos, and revolvers were arrested last 
night in the vicinity of Wentworth avenue 
and Twenty-first street, where Vito Bertuccli 
was murdered Saturday night and Michael 
Vinci was stabbed and shot.

Faligo, who is thought to have stabbed Vinci, 
after the latter had shot Bertucci. Faligo is 
known to have quarreled with Vinci a short 
time pefore the shooting. 

Bruno Bertucei took a revolver away from 
Vinci and a razor from Faligo. They then 
left the saloon, but a short time later both 
returned with revolvers and went into the 
street in front of the saloon, where the 
shooting and stabbing occurred. 

Both shouted threats at one another and 
these were heard by Joseph Bertucci, the 
Rotis and others in the saloon. All ran 
out of the place into the street just as the 
two men began shooting. When the smoke 
cleared away Vito Bertucci was found shot 
through the heart and Vinci was stabbed 
twice and shot in the left side. 

Vinci identified Vito Roti as being with 
Bruno Roti, who, he says, shot him after 
he was stabbed. Bruno and Vito Roti are 
cousins. Vinci is at the People’s hospital 
and it is said he cannot recover. 

Whether the murder of Bertucci and the 
attack on Vincl was the result of a feud or 
of a quarrel over drinks which were served 
in the saloon the police have been unable to 
learn.

The unrestrained dance hall, the 
saloon selling liquors to minors, the inde- 
cent exhibitions at some of the theaters fire 
and feed the flame which consumes our 
young with vicious passions that drive them 
with unwavering certainty into these awful 
cesspools of iniquity which we are attempt- 
ing to clean out. 

“If the ordinances were enforced hun- 
dreds of arrests would be made dally among 
the producers of vice. A free city must be 
a moral city or else it is doomed, The law 
is clear; enforce the law.“ 


Pastor Praises the Press. 

In his pulpit comment in Lexington Ave- 
nue Baptist church the Rev. Melbourne P. 
Boynton approved the protest of newspapers 
against civic condition in Chicago.

Strikes at Women Grafters. 

“That woman who orders a garment on 
‘approval’ to wear at a fashionable func- 
tion and then returns it as ‘ unsuitable’ is 
as truly a grafter as the policeman who ac- 
cepts money from the underworld. How can 
we hope to maintain a sensitive conscience 
if our women share the taint of graft?’’ said 
the Rev. Percival H. Barker in Maywood 
Congregational church. Such a woman,” 
he added, would cheat in a game of soll- 
talre. 

Mr. Barker had sent out letters to twenty 
Christian young men in the suburb request- 
ing them to reply to the questions: What 
are some of the essential elements in your 
ideal of true womanhood?” ‘“ What do you 
consider some of the most common fault in 
the young women‘you have met?’ 

Among the faults mentioned wae that wom- 
en pay too much attention to dress and thus 
too frequently neglect inner adornment. The 
preacher admitted every woman should be 
well dressed, modestly, neatly, matching her 
purge, person; and position, but he main- 
tainéd that flashy, extravagant dressing was 
absurd. 

Austen K. de Blois of First Baptist church 
expressed a pessimistic opinion regarding the 
moral rejuvenation of the city. His sermon 
was based on the text, If the Lord bulld 
not the city, the watchman worketh in vain.” 
He argued that where the foundation is 
wrong the upper structure’s repairs will be of 
little use. 

“The police have been awakened to the 
greed and graft that is rampant in Chicago,“ 
he said, and will keep busy for a few days. 
After that things, I fear, will settle back in 
the old channels.“

ACCUSED OF SELLING DRAMS. 


Grand Jury to Investigate Gambling 
and Disorderly Resorts. 


Sixty-six keepers of blind pigs in Gary 
and Hammond, ind., have been caught in the 
net laid by State’s Attorney Charles E. 
Greenwalt, and the steel city of Indiana is 
again dry territory. True bills were re- 
turned dy the grand jury at Crown Point 
against sixty-three alleged dispensers of 
liquors at Gary and three at Hammond. 

This information was given out by B. L. 
Shortridge, clerk of the Circuit court of Lake 
county, and it is asserted that the investiga- 
tion is not yet finished. Consternation 
reigned in Gary. The raid of deputy sheriffs 
with warrants for the indicted men was ex- 
pected. 

The indictments were against those who 
have refused to regard the closing order 
which has been effective since the Buell peti- 
tion made that section of Indiana dry. Itis 
declared that most of the men indicted had 
been selling intoxicants up to yesterday in 
defiance of the law. é 


Two City Officials Indicted. 

Close upon the announcement of indict- 
ments against blind pig ’’ keepers came an- 
other report that two city officials of Gary 
who recently were denounced by Lakely 
Caldwell as receivers of bribes had also been 
indicted. ~~ 

Caldwell volunteered the information that 
the two officials had been indicted upon tes- 
timony he furnished the grand jury, but re- 
fused to reveal the names of the officiais un- 
til they had been served with warrants, say- 
ing he had been so advised by an attorney. 
At a recent public meeting in Gary, Caldwell 
announced that two city officials who were 
within seventy-five feet of him had been re- 
ceiving bribes. 

The grand jury of Lake county will resume 
its work this morning at Crown Point to 
consider evidence against a number of other 
liquor sellers and later to take up an investi- 
gation of gambling and operation of slot 
machines and of disorderly and notorious re- 
sorts in the patch at Gary, which was 
closed two months ago following a vigorous 
demand for the enforcement of law and order 
by massmeetings of citizens. 


Many Witnesses Testify. 

The grand jury, which was called by Judge 
W. C. McMahon, has heard the testimony 
of thirty-five citizens of Gary and Hammond. 
Among the witnesses were T. L. Fitzgerald, 
jugtice of the peace; Joseph Martin, chief of 
police; B. O. Holmes, city clerk; Ald. J. A. 
Spears, Mayor Thomas E. Knotts, the Rev. 
George D. Buell, pastor of First Methodist 
Episcopal church; A. C. Huber, justice of the 
peace; Sergeant Charles Catey of the police 
force, six policemen, and a number of promi- 
nent business men. 

Alexander Rodman, a crusader for law and 
order in Gary, began a suit for $25,000 dam- 
ages on Saturday against Mayor Knotts, 
Chief of Police Martin, and David Johnson, 
proprietor of a disorderly resort, because he 
was arrested on a charge of burning John- 
gon’s house. 

The house was burned Aug. 6 and three days 
later Johnson caused the arrest of Rodman 
on the statement that he saw Rodman leav- 
ing the house before the fire. Rodman was 
acquitted of the charge. |

Former Reformer, Now Californi- 
an, Says City Has Improved. 


“VICE AS BAD AS EVER.” 


Council Pretty Good; Uncertain About 
Police; Wayman All Right. 


William Kent, resident of California, has 
decided Chicago is not the worst city in the 
world—in all respects. Its vice district, he 
declares, is the worst in the country, but 
in other respects some progress has been 
made since he left. He admits that much 
willingly. Mr. Kent is visiting in Chicago. 

After studying the legislative bodies of 
other cities the former Chicagoan says he 
has reason to feel proud of the Chicago coun- 
ell. He is convinced honest legislation is 
now possible in Chicago as a result of a 
campaign made a few years ago to demolish 
the corrupt corporate influence which dom- 
inated the legislative body. 

As to the police he is not quite sure, but 
unless there has been a change since he 
transferred his lares and penates to the 
shores of the Pacific ocean; the opportunity 
for reform still is at hand. 


Praises State’s Attorney. 

He has a word of praise for State’s Attor- 
ney Wayman for hig attacks upon corruption 
in police circlés, and declares it lo time the 
reformers who opposed the election of the 
State’s attorney should get behind him and 
not leave him to fight it out alone. 

From what I have seen of Mr. Wayman,” 
he declared, I believe he is in earnest in his 
campalgn against corruption, and it is a 
shame the reformers of Chicago do not assist 
him. A man is not a good reformer who will 
hold back just because he wanted somebody 
else elected to the office. 


Vice Without Parallel. 

A to the vice of Chicago it has no paral- 
lel. It is worse than that of other wide open 
cities in the country that I have seen. It is 
infinitely worse than San Francisco and New 
Orleans.

Says City Institute Will Sell 
Christmas Stamps for the 
Whole State.

Peoria. III.. Oct. 10.—[Special.j—Chicago 
will be on the firing line of a strengthened 
-erusade against the great white plague in 
Illinois, according to statements made by 
"experts on the subject tenight at the four- 
teenth annual Illinois state conference of 
charities and correction in the Second Pres- 
byterian church of Peoria. 
Frank E. Wing, superintendent of the Chi- 
cago Tuberculosis institute, related to the 
“members of the conference the new plans of 
the Red Cross Christmas campaign, point- 
ing out that Chicago will take the lead in 
raising funds and conducting an educational 
campaign to wipe out the disease. If the 
plans carry Chicago is likely to be submerged 
beneath a checker board effect of Christmas 
stamps. Mr. Wing believes 2,000,000 of the 
‘Red Cross stamps will be sold in the cHy 
alone and a profit of $20,000 returned to 
‘aid in the renewed attack on the devastat- 
ing disease. 


Will Sell Stamps for Whole State. 
Arrangements have been just completed 
with the American Red Cross society by 
which the Chicago Tuberculosis institute will 
be the agent for the Christmas stamps for 
the entire state of IIlinois,“ said Mr. Wing. 
We expect to sell 2,000,000 of the stamps 
in Chicago and 1,000,000 in other cities in the 

state. 

“As a result we hope to have a total of 
early $20,000 net profit which will be used 
ip the crusade against tuberculosis in Ih- 
From $12,000 to $15,000 of the amount, 
or whatever is obtained through the sale 
‘of stamps in Chicago and its suburbs, will 

be expended in that city, while the remainder 
will be devoted to other portions of the state.

All our large cities, how- 
ever, and some of the smaller ones, have 
some system of medical inspection, either 
through the agency of boards of health, 
charity boards, or boards of education. 

“The need of medical inspection in this 
country.is fully admitted. The great ques- 
tion seems to be whether such inspection 
should be undertaken by boards of health 
or by boards of education. 

“It is because the prebence of physical 
defects hamper the child's progress in school 
and do not affect the public health that the 
duty of detecting and remedying such phys- 
ical defects rests clearly with boards of 
education and not with boards of health. 
Because of the greater importance of dis- 
covering and remedying physical defects, a 
department of medical inspection should be 
in charge of the board of education, and the 
work ot such department as related to con- 
tagious disease should be done in codperation 
with the rules of the board of health. 


Law, for Parents Is Needed. 

Based upon my own experience, it is my 
opinion that one of the things that is needed 
at the present time and will be more needed 
in the future is a law which practically 
will compel the parent to see that his child 
receives proper medical attention. This law 
could be used in those cases where because 
of a physical defect the child's progress in 
school is retarded, and where parents pay 
no attention to repeated advice, by report- 
ing such child to the Juvenile or similar 
court as a neglected child. The court then 
either would send the child to a hospital for 
medical or surgical treatment or parole him 
to the parent with the understanding that 
he would be properly looked after. 

We should have laws compelling boards 
of education to have some sort of efficient 
medical inspection of schoo] children. A 
healthy body is the only absolutely secure 
toundationgfor a sound mind and strong in- 
tellect, upOm which depend the stability of 
society, the progress of humanity. The health 
of a child, therefore, should come first, and 
when that is secure, his mental education 
could be built upon it.“ 

From the pulpit of the 
Presbyterian church this 
Emery Lyon of Chicago, chairman of the 
conference committee on penology, spoke 
on conditions in prisons in Illinois and other 
states. 

“In spite of all the improvements made 
in prison conditions, there still are condi- 
tions in almost all the prisons that are not a 
credit to civilization,” he said. In our own 
state there have been tremendous strides in 
abolishing contract work and in a complete 
reorganization of the school system, but 
more and möre these institutions must be- 
come great training schools, veritable hos- 
pitals to bring into physical condition ab- 
norma! individualities.”’

Governor Insists That Members of Leg- 
islature Be Left Uninstructed on 
Local Option and Other Questions. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Oct 10.—[Special.}— 
Conrerences among Democrats tiom all sec- 
tions of Indiana, held in the office of Gov. 
Marshall, culminated in the announcement 
today that the governor has consented to 
take the leadership of the Democratic party 
and that the wing led by Thomas Taggart 
and backed by the brewers and saloon men, 
is to have the first real opposition that it has 
ever encountered in the party. 

The governor is opposed to any expression 
by the state convention on the question of 
local option and will insist that members of 
the legislature be left uninstructed on moral 
questions unless their constituency sees fit 
to instruct them. He holds that it is not the 
office of a state convention to do so and will 
insist that local option be ignored by the 
state convention. 

Those who have consulted with the execu- 
tive believe that he wants to put the party 
on a new line of attack. Taggart, Senator 
Fleming, and Representative Sweeney have 
been arranging for an anti-local option cam- 
paign next year and the governor and those 
who have asked him to take the party leader- 
ship want the question eliminated from pol- 
ties.

Can’t Keep from Preaching. 

“Until I began this trip it had not been 
my part in religious exercises to do other 
than form one of the audience, but I have 
found, it impossible under the urgency of the 
ministers of the gospel, who occasionaly de- 
sire a lay substitute, to keep from taking 
their place and attempting to preach a ser 
mon,“ he began. 

“I want to say with respect to this audi 
ence that the presence of the veterans of 
the civil war always is a great inspiration 
to higher thoughts, to higher moral stand.

Peddle Them on Commission. 

“I never heard of such a thing.“ replied

York. Somebody told me there were a good 
many peddlers selling tickets on commis- 
sion.“ 

“I believe 75 per cent of the immigrants 
coming here hold prepaid tickets, declared 
Jacob Saphirstein of counsel for the com- 
plainants. The steamship companies, as 
soon as they know that the ticket agent sells 
tickets to peddlers or sells tickets on install- 
ments, take away the agent’s license to sel! 
tickets: 

“I know of an instance of bankers who 
started three or four years ago to sell tickets 
to peddlers, and their right to sell tickets 
was taken away at the Atlantic conference of 
steamship companies, solely on that account. 
The companies’ reasons for objecting to the 
dealing in tickets on installments were that 
people were buying tickets from peddlers. 
Most of them were poor people and had much 
trouble. There is now no installment busi- 
ness. Every ticket must be paid for in ad- 
vance.”

ROW IN DISTRICT GROWS. 


Republicans Show Signs of

The mixup in the Sixth congressional! dis- 
trict is an immediate source of trouble to the 
Lorimerites, and complications have arisen 
there which the intimate Lorimer chiefs are 
unable to iron out without the senator being 
here with his personal knowledge of certain 
political arrangements said to exist within 
the district. 


“Snow Boom Another Problem.. 
The junior senator may not know it as yet, 
but the Snow boom for mayor which was 
turned loose in Hyde Park Saturday night 
has not reduced the trouble pressure upon the 
Lorimer crowd. 
In the Sixth district there has been re- 
peated talk that Senator Lorimer and Gov. 
Deneen had concluded that the nomination 
of Col. Bernard A. Eckhart for congress 
would be a grand and good thing.

In view of the violent pleasure inspired 
by the Messrs. Tarkington and Wilson's play 
“If I Had Money” at the Grand opera 
house last evening}, one hesitates to intrude 
a dissenting opinion. It is always unpleasant 
to sit conveniently In the third row and 
on the aisle of a comfortable theater and 
witness the happiness of those about one, 
when one, from one's superior knowledge 
and experience, knows that every one else 


Mn the vicinity Is wrong and that instead 


of laughter and applause at the proceedings 
on the stage, there should be frowns and si- 
lence. This was our uncomfortable attitude 
last evening. Acquaintances in whose judg- 
ment of other things from baseball to the 
British budget we have the utmost confi- 
dence, observed the incidents of If I Had 
Money with every audible evidence of en- 
joyment, while we regarded them as a filmsy, 
halting, frequently stupid amalgamation of 
nearly every form of the drama, frayed in 
idea, unsklillful in form, and, in general, 
meking rather a slow entertainment. A 
random estimate of the attitude of the 
audience toward the play would result in 
something like this: Ayes, 1,400; noes, 1. 
In this situation there seems to be nothing 
to do but to tell what happened and permit 
those who were absent to form their own 
impression. 

This we shall do after a few further re- 
marks. In the first place we were displeased 
because when the play was farce, as it most 
often was, it was acted like comedy; and when 
it was comedy. it was acted like farce. This 
may be a subtle objection, possible only to 
professional playgoers. But it is an objection 
and so we submit it. Then weconfess a feel- 
ing of fatigue toward the germ of contrasted 
environment from which the Messrs. Tarking- 
ton and Wilson seem to be unable to escape 
of late. We have had the crude, honest 
west in conflict with the polished, unscrupu- 
lous east in three plays from their pens now— 
first in The Man from Home,“ which every- 
body saw; second, in “ Foreign Exchange,” 
which nobody saw, and again in “If I Had 
Money.” Here is Mrs. Jim Griggs, the 
widowed drudge of a Montana mining camp, 
who has been slaving with the scrub brush 
and other utensils of extreme poverty, trans- 
ferred by a sudden twist in fortune to the 
splendid misery of the King William hotel 
in New York, with tight boots and social 
aspirations. The situation is not impossible; 
indeed, it has often happened, for we learn 
from the Sabbath supplements that many 
of our frontierswomen who kept boarders and 
performed other equally plebeian functions 
in the bonanza days of our western states, 
are now married to and hobnobbing with the 
corcneted aristocracy of Europe and Fifth 
avenue. However, the events which befall 
Mrs. Jim in If I Had Money are a bit too 
bizarre for drama and also a bit too unim- 
portant, and at the same time they are 
scarcely ludicrous or swift enough for 
farce. 

Mrs. Jim was one of the prominent innad- 
itants of Yellow Dog, in Montana, ineum- 
bered with a mining claim, a partner, rough 
but with a heart of gold, a unique nephew, 
and two smart visitors from Our Set in New 
York. Her ambition was to have two cows, 
a “ hired girl.“ and a sidebar buggy. AH ota 
sudden there is excitement in the first act, 
for gold in inestimable quantities has deen 
discovered in her claim. Of course the news 
is conveyed to her when she is in her most 
impoverished aspect—with mop, pail, ging- 

dress, and other impedimenta of re- 
duced circumstances. The visiting New 
Yorkers, an impecunious young woman and 
her brother, suggest to her that now is the 
time for her to live her life—to have her ro- 
mance—in short, to go to New York and 
enter society.

Up to this point the play has been pretty 
slow, familiar comedy, and there is a suspi- 
cious odor of the camphor ball about it, 
though, of course, there is nothing so com- 
monplace as a camphor ball in the trunk of 
either Mr. Tarkington or Mr. Wilson. But it 
then develops into rather an interesting far- 
cical situation. Mrs. Jim discovers that her 
social monitor has designs on her lover from 
Yellow Dog, and upsets tea on the gown 
of Mrs. Croyden-Jones at the discovery. 
The lover from Yellow Dog pursues his ad- 
vantage, being a sophisticated child of the 
west, until Mrs. Jim, driven to desperation, 
calls the monitor off by giving Tommy Kent, 
the man she really loves, a matter of 56250 000 
so that he can marry her. The Yellow Dog 
swain thereupon provides financial equip- 
ment for Mrs. Jim's guitor, and he, too, being 
no longer in need, escapes. The answer is 
that Mrs. Jim and her miner are left at the 
play’s terminal in the delighted inspection of 
railroad tickets to the far west, whither, it ie 
presumed, they journey to remain with new 
ideas of what they will do with their com- 
bined riches. 

The play was performed in conventional 
fashion by Mrs. Madge Carr Cook, a dependa- 
ble actress of réles similar to Mrs. Jim, who, 
though she was ever obvious, never bur- 
lesqued the character, as she might easily 
have done; by Harold Russell, who was 
brusque and wise enough as John Blake, 
the miner; by Miss Eleanor Montell. a gestie- 
ulant young woman with unusually flexible 
voice and facial expression; by Howard Hull, 
and by Richard Lee—as a youthful product 
of the mountain—whose last activity here 
was as the eloquent rear legs of a stage camel 
in Algeria.“ The tempo of the perform- 
ance was, however, neither consistently that 
of farce nor of comedy, and it consequently 
suffered in effect. Mr. Tarkington was ab- 
sent from the occasion and so was Mr. WII- 
son, but they were represented amiably by 
Mr. Ade, their confrére, who seemed much 
pleased with the play's reception.

Few singers are heard here who can return 
time after time to 80 sure and devoted a fol- 
lowing as that which owns.Mme. Gadski 
for queen of the concert platform. Few give 
as good reason for the unthinking worship 
of musician and layman alike. Hence, it is 
no wonder that Orchestra hall was filled to 
the doors yesterday afternoon with an audi- 
ence that compelied the repetition of a fair 
two-thirds of a masterly program. 

The season is well begun. It will be some 
time before the Chicago public has a chance 
to sit back in quiet and expect—and receive— 
the unalloyed pleasure of hearing an artiste 
lease so little to be desired. The whole con- 
eert sets a high standard for those to come. 
Mme. Gadski is one of the few singers who 
returns with her art more finely developed 
at each appearance. She has much in her 
favor in the possession of a voice absolutely 
dependable, resourceful in the matter of 
technical facility, and colored with. all the 
tinges of the rainbow—to speak with the 
language of the painter. The latter is the 
most striking feature in the whole collection 
of excellences: from the deepest and most 
mellow of covered tones to the vibrant per- 
vasiveness of her open tones there are to be 
found all the shades of tone quality that a 
clear brain and a finished art can employ. 

Above all this, and dominating it, is the 
mind of a thinking artist, perfect in taste 
and more than efficient in execution. It 
would be easy to repeat the word perfect 
in relation to the latter but for the fact that 
we need not endow Mme. Gadski with quali- 
ties of divinity which she doesn't desire.

The six ‘‘ Gypsy Songs of Brahms opened 
the recital. These Mme. Gadski sang in 
English; to the great delight of those to 
whom the German language is a sealed book. 
It is difficult enough to select from the group 
any one most satisfactory. The audience 
responded with great enthusiasm to the third 
of the set, Know ye when my loved one.” 
There was abundant reason. The exquisite 
memo voice was compelling by itself; the 
solid, hearty tone of a fine velvet smoothness 
called forth a responsiveness quick and sin- 
cere. 

The last. Rosebude Three,” made one 
feel that the threatened extinction of that 
pagan art, dei canto,’ is not such an un- 
mitigated disaster after all; trills, runs and 
v fons bearing a message of neither 
rhyme nor sense pale into insignificance in 
comparison with such “perfect music set 
to noble words. Possibly a less degree of 
virtuosity is required for the voicing of such 
phrases; possibly one might make the effect 
of this truly Brahms songlet with little un- 
derstanding of vocal art: this was one occa- 
sion when the-mos masterly technique was 
brought to bear upon the problem of produc- 
ing an exquisite effect in the concealment of 


the means. 
But the great treat of the afternoon was 
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yet to come. Strange, is it not, that that 
master of profundity, Johannes Brahms, 
should contribute a simple song to serve as 
the climax of a program rich with the pe- 
cullar richness of German lieder? It is Still 
stranger that an audience composed of all 
the unusual elements of a cosmopolitan 
gathering should seize on the leaat preten- 
tious of the singer s offerings. Yet such was 
the case with Die Mainacht,“ and a more 
spontaneous approval has been heard rare- 
ly. All the subtle refinements of the art of 
lieder singing were called into action, but 
with that effacement of the mechanics which 
adds to the effectiveness of the work while 
not detracting from the glory of the artist. 
For this self-effacement is the stamp of mas- 
tery.

Of the rest of the concert it is not neces- 
sary to speak in detail. A group of Schu- 
bert songs is always to be expected in such 
a case. The mere mention of Erster Ver- 
lust,.“ ot.“ Ungeduld.“ of any one, in fact, 
is sufficient suggestion. The technical re- 
source of Mme. Gadski's voice was striking- 
ly demonstrated by Der Wechtelschiag,” 
and tonally it was a delight. 

So much cannot be said of the last group of 
songs for the very simple reason that it did 
not admit of much finesse. Little enough 
of MacDowell’s fame rests on The Swan 
Bent Low,” though many there are who wi!! 
accept it because it stands over his signa- 
ture. Not one of the group was unworthy; 
but after the wealth of resource displayed 
throughout the rest of the program, these 
latter sounded of small moment.

Encores there were, of course. And just as 
surely the Erl-King came forth. It will 
be a pleasure to remember the thrilling in- 
terpretation of yesterday afternoon. Mme. 
Gadski has sung it many times, but rarely 
with the tension and the suggestiveness of 
this latter reading. Less theatric than Dr. 
Wuellner’s, it gripped the imagination with 
chilling certainty. The whole system of en- 
cores was completed by a pretty little chant- 
ing of the ditty about Phyllis and Her 
Charming Graces ''—a sort of indulgent ben- 
ediction that harms no one, and probably 
amuses Mme. Gadski. 

Edwin Schneider was at the piano, and he 
has reason to congratulate himself over his 
work. The accompaniments were character. 
ized by delicacy, certainty of interpreta- 
tion, and a fire refreshing indeed.

ranchise and the re abilitation of the scat- 
tered lines is this week's program of the 
committee headed./by Charles G. Dawes, 
which 18 Planning a reorganization with a 
view to ‘the termination of the receiver- 
ship under which that road has been oper- 
ating. 

A corporation is in the process of formation 
which wil] be known as the North Chicago 
railways company, or the North Side Rail- 
ways company, and articies will be tilled 
early this week. This company will pro- 
ceed at once to ask a franchise from the 
city council with a view to prompt improve- 
ment of the present wretched service on the 
lines of the Consolidated. 

The plans of the committee, which is com- 
posed of men who have no financial interest 
in either the Consolidated Traction company 
or the Chicago Railways company, is that 
the lines shall be operated under an agree- 
ment with the Chicago Railways company 
so that there shall be the same through and 
joint service as if there had been a consoli- 
dation with the latter company. 


Object Explained by Dawes. 

It is maintained that the formation of a 
new company is the most feasible Plan of 
Protecting the holders of the securities of 
the Consolidated against losses, and Mr. 
Dawes is confident that the plan can de car- 
ried out without serious opposition, though 
the ultimate result may be a consolidation 
with the Chicago Railways company. 

“If the property of the Consolidated Trac- 
tion company is sold without a new franchise 
it must necessarily go at wreckage values, 
said Mr. Dawes. ‘' The holders of the securl- 
ties will sustain a loss in any event, and are 
entitled to the asset of a franchise, whatever 
the relations between them and the Chicago 
Railways company may be.” 

Members of the local transportation com- 
mittee of the city council indicate that they 
would be slow about recommending a fran- 
chise to any new company formed unless they 
have possitive assuiance that rehabilitation 
quickly would follow, and that there should 
be efficient and through service in codpera- 
tion with the Chicago Railways company. 


City Requires Good Service. 

“The city council is not interested in the 
queés..un vi ine nnances of the Consolidated 
or its business affairs," said Ald. Milton J. 
Foreman, chairman of the local transporta- 
tion committee. All we are interested inis 
the question of speedy and complete reha- 
bilitation and good through service. 

We do not want any system that will in- 
crease the inconvenience of the traveling 
public. We want through service and a bet- 
ter transfer system rather than a worse one, 
I cannot say what attitude I will take in re- 
gard to the proposed franchise until the ques- 
tion has been submitted to the council.” 

The logical solution to the traction ques- 
tion, 80 far as the Consolidated Traction 
company is concerned, is avsarption by the 
Chicago Railways company,"’ sald Ald. Mich- 
ael Zimmer, a member of the local trans- 
portation committee. I am opposed to the 
granting of any franchise to any new com- 
pany unless it would guarantee as satisfac- 
tory an arrangement with regard to rehabil- 
itation and operation as couid be obtained by 
a merger.“ 


EVANSTON BARS FLAT WHEELS; 
WANTS BETTER CAR SERVICE. 


Commercial Association to Meet Today 
with Head of Chicago Railways and 
Ask for Many Improvements. 


Citizens of Evanston are anxiously waiting 
to hear a report from the city council com- 
mittee on railroads regarding a conference 
today with President John M. Roach of the 
Chicago Railways company, at which the 
committee will endeavor to obtain better 
street car service in that suburb. The con- 
ference is slated to take place at 2:30 o'clock 
in Mr. Roach’s ouice. 

The Evanston Commercial association has 
been working to obtain an improvement in 
the street car service for some time, the 
efforts culminating in a communication to 
the mayor and the city council. 

This says the service rendered by the com- 
pany is unsatisfactory and states, in part: 

„The association feels that the company is 
not doing its part and that the excuses here- 
tofore offered are not sufficient. The points 
discussed at the last meeting were local 
service, dispatcher at Evanston end of line, 
and dirty, flat wheeled, noisy cars, 

It is an Insult to any people to offer old 
second hand, dirty cars, run without sched- 


bule, and no city except Chicago would toler- 


ate this kind of service. 
“ Webo not believe that Evanston should 
be classed with Chicago in this matter.” 
The communication was referred to the 
committee on railroads and that body, ac- 
cording to Mr. Roach, has arranged to meet 
him today. Mr. Rosch said that the service 
at present is not as bad as would appear. 
“Improvements in the service have been 
made from time to time,. but the financial 
condition of the Consolidated Traction com- 
pany has prevented some changes that other- 


wise would have been made.

The campaign among the Chicago real es- 
tata men for the success of the exposition 
will be imeugurated at a luncheon meeting 
of the Cook County real estate board at 
Vogelsang’s restaurant tomorrow noon. The 
main details of the exposition will be t 
forth by Robert P. Cross, secretary of the 
exposition, who has just returned from a 
trip to Seattle, where he selected from 3x- 
hibits at the fair those deemed suitable for 
the Chicago exposition, and Harrison M. 
Parker, former business manager of the ex- 
position. 


Circular Tells of Exposition. 

In preparation for the luncheon a circuiar 
has been sent to all members of the board. 
The circular reads, in part, as follows: 

This exposition will provide authoritative, graph- 
ic information about the vast land opportunities 
now opening up in many states for homeseckers, 
farmers, and investors. 

There will be exhibits of the wonderful fruits of 
this virgin soil from all sections of the country. 

Elaborate panoramas wil! show what is being 
dom to irrigate, drain, and cultivate it. 

Arrangements have been made for government 
exhibits of gréat value to the farmer and of vita! 
interest to every lover of American soil. 

One of the most interesting features of 
the exposition will be apple day.“ The 
principal apple bearing districts of the nor th- 
west, the Wenatchee, Attalia, and Yakima 
districts of Washington and the Michigan 

ple districts, will show extensive exhibi‘s. 
The Michigan apple growers will celebrate 
by giving away 1,500 barrels of fruit. 


Panorama of Mount Hood. 


Another feature of the exposition will be a 
great panorama of Mount Hood, one of the 
most spectacular snowcapped peaks in the 
Pacific northwest. This will be installed by 
the Harriman system of railroads. The 
Hood River valley will be shown as a part 
of the panorama. 

Cafion county, Idaho, is busy making ex- 
tensive preparations for an exhibit of irri- 
gated products at the congress, and will 
send a full carload of samples from its 
abundant fields of grains and grasses, veg- 
etables and fruit. This county has three 
irrigation districts, financed by the Trow- 
bridge and Niver company, Chicago, and 
through that company has secured space in 
the Coliseum. 

Among the exhibits are eight varieties of 
wheat, yielding from 45 to 72 bushels an acre; 
twelve varieties of oats, yielding up to 118 
bushels an acte; barley, rye, alfalfa, clover, 
timothy, forty varieties of apples, and every- 
thing in the vegetable line grown in the 
temperate zone. 


Idaho Corn Seventeen Feet High. 

This section has been advertised as not a 
corn country, yet Iowa and Illinois farmers, 
going there last year, are showing corn sev- 
enteen feet high, with yield to their credi- 
of 90 bushels an acre, and insist that if it 
isn’t the real thing it is good enough as a 
counterfeit to suit them, and as a commer- 
ctal industry will rank with other irrigated 
products. 

While planting land to apple orchards 
brings an increase in value from $50 an acre, 
the usual cost of irrigation, to ten and twea- 
ty times that sum, vegetables show an equal- 
ly great earning capacity. Potatoes and 
onions are showing yields as high as 600 
bushels an acre, though the industry is a 
new one, and organizations for producing 
and marketing are just being formed. 

The whole exhibit will show what can be 
done and is being done in southern Idaho 
through irrigation, and the encouragement 
being given to the production ofall varieties, 
so that the best may be selected fur stapie 
crops in the future.

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Owners of Arenas Organize to 
Control National Pastime. 


Sinking Funds Are Provided By This 
Newest of Trusts. 


BILBAO, Spain, Oct. 10 — The proprietors 
of the dull rings in the north of Spain have 
formed an atsociation which aims at the 
regulation and encouragement of the national 
sport of bull fighting. . 

According to the regulations just drawn up, 
bull rings are to be divided into three cate- 
gories, to wit: Those which have a capacity 
of 15,000 spectators or more; those seating 
10,000, and those seating 6,000 or fewer. The 
dues for membership of the different cate- 
gories are $190, $76, and $19 respectively, to 
be used as follows: 40 per cent for a sinking 
fund until 638.000 has been gathered; 40 per 
cent for a home for bull fighters, and 20 per 
cent for current expenses. 

The bull fighters are likewise to be divided 
into three classes: Those who receive an 
honorarium of $760 in one class; those who 
receive $570 in a second, and those whose 
honorarium is 83880 in a third. A special 
category is to be established for the celebrat- 
ed bull fighters, Bomba and Machaco, who 
will be allowed to receive up to $050. 

The bull farms also are to be grouped in 
three categories: Those whose bulls bring 
$380; those whose bulls bring $285; and those 
less than $285. Every five years a gold cup 
is to be awarded to the farm which produces 
the least number of bulls which are failures 
as fighters. To be eligible for this prise, tbe 
value of which is to be 52.880, a farm must 
have supplied bulls to at least twenty fights 
held in the rings of the first or second class. 


EDITOR OF THE LONDON TIMES 
BREAKS HIS ANKLE IN A FALL. 


L. F. Amery Will Use a Strefcher to Get 
Back to England, Where He’s Run- 
ning for Parliament. 


Winnipeg, Man., Oct. 10.—L. F. Amery, 
chief editor of the London Times, met with 
an accident while returning with Earl and 
Lady Grey from riding at a paper chase.

150,000 Angry Excursionists 
Wreak Vengeance on Rail- 
road for Delay. 


MISS AIRSHIP FLIGHTS. 


Mob Breaks Down Barriers to 
Aerodrome and Captures 
Grand Stand. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, Oct. 10.—Rioting at the Juvisy and 
Savigny railway stations today formed the 
culmination of the fortnight of dieappoint- 
ments which had attended the grand avi- 
ation meet. Thousands who wished to see 
the flying machine competition and who were 
infuriated at the utterly inadequate trans- 
portation factilties, smashed car windows, 
stormed the stations, wrecked the waiting 
rooms, threatened the officials, and fought 
the soldiers who undertook to suppress the 
outbreak. , 

No one was killed, but several persons were 
injured more or less severely. Many of those 
who were cut by flying glass when windows 
and lamps were shattered were women. 

Trains had been advertised to leave Paris 
every four minutes for Juvisy and Savigny, 
which are about a mile apart at the avia- 
tion field. The published schedules gave the 
time needed for the trip from Paris to Ju- 
visy. twelve miles and a half, as seventeen 
minutes. Vast crowds waited hours in Paris 
to get trains and then spent at least three 
hours more on the road. 

One heavy trainload left Paris at noon, but 
did not arrive at Juvisy until 6 o’clock in 
the evening. The irate passengers made no 
attempt to see the flights, but remained on 
the train and wreaked their vengeance on 
whatever was breakable in the cars. 

The crowds which finally reached the avia- 
tion grounds, were in an ugly mood. They 
broke down all barriers and 100,000 persons 
surged upon the field without paying ad- 
mission and captured the grand stand. 

At least 60.000 more who left home for 
Juvisy were unable to get to or in the field. 
Late in the afternoon Paulhan and Lambert 
made short flights that in a measure diverted 
the attention of the furious thousands inside 
the grounds.

Although Highland Park went dry last 
week, Frederick W. Cushing, proprietor of 
the Moraine hotel, did not accept this action 
as final. The thirsty who are not satisfied 
with Lake Michigan water for a beverage 
can still obtain anything from a bottle of 
beer to champagne, as though the suburb 
was not in prohibition territory. 

Fred Week, an employé of the hotel, who 
had charge of the buffet where liquors are 
dispensed, was arrested, taken to Waukegan 
and fined $150 and costs on the charge of 
selling liquor withom a license, 

Mr. Cushing admitted last night that he 
closed his buffet, and said that he opened 
it again because—‘‘ Well, you can't run a 
hotel without a buffet.“ 


Patrons Demanded Drinks. 

I received an intimation a while ago that 
if I did not discontinue the sale of liquors 
I would de prosecute,“ said Mr. Cush- 
ing. I stopped serving liquors for a week, 
but found that I could not run a hotel suc- 
cessfully without giving my patrons what 
they desired im liquors as well as in other 
things. 

“It didn’t make any difference in the 
consumption of intoxicating beverages. The 
guests did their tippling in their own rooms 
and bought their own supplies. 

“I am not breaking the law by serving 
eg to my guests and do not fear prosecu- 

on. 

Before a drink can be obtained here a 
person must become a guest of the hotel and 
register. If you should come here and try 
to buy t drink you could not get it unless you 
placed your name on the register. If you 
cid that only for the purpose of obtaining 
liquor you would be dishosest, and I have no 
way of guarding against that. 

Sells It, Doesn’t Drink It. 

There is no barroom here. Liquors are 
served only at the table or in rooms. 

“ Personally I would prefer to throw al! 
of my wines and liquors into the lake and — * 
serve tea and lemonade in their stead. I am refunded 
a teetotaler and never drink myself.“ 

There is a large element in Highland Park 
which for some time has been clamoring for 
the suppression of the sale of liquor in the 
Moraine hotel. Another element takes the 
other side of the question. The Highland 
Park Law and Order league, although fig*ht- 
ing the blind pigs outside of the city 
limits in Lake county, has taken no official 
cognizance of the Moraine.

No chauffeur or other person shall drive or opgrate 
any motor vehicle upon any street or highway in 
thie state in the absence of the owner of such 
motor vehicle without said owner's consent. 

Any person violating any provisions of this sec- 
tion shall be deemed guilty of 4 misdemeanor and 
upon conviction shall be fined a sum not exceeding 
$200 or imprisoned in the county jall for a period 
not exceeding six months, or both, in the discretion 
of the court. 

Under this law,“ said Ald. Bauler, ** these 
chauffeurs who have taken parties of friends 
out on wild excursions that resulted not only 
in the wrecking of machines but in deaths 
and injuries, which amount to crimes, could 
have been locked up for six months. If I had 
known of it before I would have insisted upon 
prosecutions aimed toward such punish- 


ments.“

‘we enter the Lepanto Igorot town of Cayan, 
‘seven miles from Cervantes. The town is 
non-Christian, and looks it—smarter, clean- 
‘er, brighter than its more civilized brother! 
‘It boasts, or at any rate it contains, a Chris- 
tian Uocano, a secretario-tresorio, and upon 
nls tender mercies we cast ourselves. Result, 
Im thirty minutes a tough chicken, a dish of 
Tice, and coffee—grown in the village. He 
proved a hospitable host witha) and refrained 
from turning the phonograph on us, and this 
gave us time to admire his pictures of Roose- 
‘velt and Taft prominently displayed upon 
hie walis. 

By half after two our horses had rested 
from their hard climb and had been provided 
with their usual meal of palay, unhusked

Bunions. 

One of the most frequent and certain causes 
of bunions is the wearing of short shoes with 
a narrow sole, so that the feet are subjected 
to an undue degree of pressure in both di- 
rections and the whole weight of the body 
is thrown upon the articulations, there not 
being sufficient. room for the foot to expand 
nor for the great toe to extend itself, so that 
the proper motions of the joint and the regu- 
lar action of the muscles are impeded, caus- 
ing excruciating pain indeed by the snflam- 
mation, malposition of the great tee, and ub 
timate formation of a bunion.

The guardian of the treasury is an Ilocana, 
a sefior burgos, and with him we are to 
sup and lodge. He soon offers us the regu- 
lation meal of rice, potatoes, chicken and 
coffee, prepar i in native earthen vessels 
and cooked on three stones resting on a clay 
platform. And then, led by a boy with a 
flaming pine torch, we set out in a gentle 
drizzle of rain, which steadily increases, up 
a steep and muddy trail over the hill and 
down on the opposite side to see a cafiao or 
ceremonial dance, for there was a funeral 
here recently and they desire to forget it. 

The dance was held about a blazing fire 
at one end of the house, beneath which was 
a dense crowd of men and boys—they had 
songs of their own. But about the fire were 
two semicircular lines, the outer of women, 
the inner of men. In the men’s line were 
three musicians, one strumming with his 
fingers om a wooden drum, another beating 
a metal clapper, and the third the ganea or 
ancient bronze gong. 

The singing was spirited, but the step of 
dance varied with the different songs. Near- 
by were great baskets of rice for the feast, 
and jars of basi, a native rum from 
cane, to which we were invited. The rain 
increased in violence and, unable to endure 
the stifling smoke within or below the house, 
and the odor of bagong> an over ripe pickle 
of fish, not making matters better, we re- 
turned. And now at 10 o'clock we are ready 
to He down on thin blankets on thick boards.

Johnson Rules Favorite in Fight Satur- 
day—Betting Even Stanley Stands 
Gaff for; Fifteen Rounds. 


San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 10.—Even money 
that Stanley Ketchel, middleweight cham- 
pion of the world, will last fifteen rounds, and 
2 tol that Jack Johnson, the big negro heavy- 
weight champion, will retain his title after 
Oct. 16, when the two men will engage in a 
twenty round battle at Colma arena, were the 
prevailing odds among the fight fans today. 

Despite the fact that Ketchel is training 
for his first contest in the heavyweight class, 
the Michigan pugilist has a large following 
in this city. There seems to be any amount 
of the fifteen round money, and much is 
being wagered Ketchell will get the decision. 

In the presence of several of newspaper 
men yesterday, Ketchel tipped the scales at 
his training quarters at 174 pounds, the most 
he has ever weighed in training. Accord- 
ing to his manager, Willus Britt, he will en- 
ter the ring weighing not less than 178. 
Johnson plans to fight at 196 pounds. 

If Britt's prediction is verified Ketchel wil] 
be heavier than many men who have con- 
tended for heavyweight honors. Jim Corbett aver- 
aged 175 pounds in his battles, and a few days be- 
fore Fitzsimmons knocked out Corbett he tipped 
the beam at 156. Tom Sharkey averaged 175 to 
176 pounds for his battles and Joe Choynski never 
equaled the Michigan man’s present weight. 

So great is interest in the battle that Coffroth

There is none now with Mr. Harriman’s 
ambitions and comparative youth, J. P. 
Morgan stands preéminent as a financier of 
the highest order who inspires public con- 
fidence both at home and abroad. His lines 
of endeavor are general and therefore ralil- 
road finance claims but a part of his activity. 

James J. Hill is a bulider of railroads. a 
pioneer in new territory. His lines of thought 
are widely different from those of Mr. Harri- 
man. Mr. Hill's attention is confined to the 
welfare of the territory through which he has 
constructed a road. The glory of his achieve- 
ment for him is the glory of his special fieid 
of labor. : 


Harriman a System Builder. 

But Harriman was nota pioneer. He was 
a unifier, a system builder. He took the 
Held as he found it. fully or partly devel- 
oped, and sought magnificence of unity and 
operation. He saw the continent, he saw 
all the railroads, at a glance and with cease- 
less energy began building his system 
through the heart of the United States. He 
foresaw the difficulties, met new conditions, 
and planned incessantly. 

Not in the history of railroad men of this 
generation has there been one with the rela- 
tively grand ambition of E. H. Harriman. 
And, to return to the market situation, if it 
was his particular aims which built market 
values, ther it must be expected that until 
a new direction of affairs shall become estab- 
lished, the Harriman values will shrink. 

- Returning prosperity must do much for 
all values. It may be, too, that nat iral wealth 
will overtake and prop the unfinished struc- 
ture of values. But for a time there will be 
wanting the spirit of the master in railroad 
finance. , 

Money Conditions Firmer. 

Money conditions are growing decidedly 
firmer. The advance in the rate of the Relsch- 
bank to 4 per cent and the firmness of the 
English rate at 8 per cent hava caused a 
general strengthening throughout Europe. 
In the United States money has worked high- 
er and the falling bank reserves, the on- 
coming crop moving demand, the general 
expansion in business, and the volume pf 
speculation all foreshadow still dearer rates.

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Rise in Call Money Rate Factor in 
Causing Liquidation in New 
York Market. 


(NEW YORK TIMES FINANCIAL LEADER.) 

NEW YORK. Oct. 10.—[ Special. ]—On Tues- 
day last call money rates rose to 6 per cert, 
the highest figure touched since January, 
1908, and at once the movement of prices on 
the stock exchange, which had been strong 
and advancing, became irregular, with ex- 
treme weakness in issues in which specule- 
tion had been heavy. 

At the week's end, although money had in 
the interval dropped to 4 per cent, with fina: 
loans on Friday made at 8 per cent, the 
course of the securities was still confused and 
disturbed. So far as the stock market is 
concerned there is nothing peculiar in its 
conduct under the circumstances. Some of 
the selling which affected prices was trace- 
able to sentiment of speculators, which had 
reposed upon the openly expressed opinion of 
a great many bankers that 6 per cent prob- 
ably would be the maximum rate for call 
loans through the rest of the year and 
touching that figure so early in session was 
disconcerting. 


Liquidation Is Explained. 

More important. however, was the Nquida- 
tion of lines of stock which had been ac- 
quired by means of borrowed money. The 
money itself had been secured upon the ex- 
tremely low interest rates prevailing for 
several months and the interest charge itself 
had been more than offset by the dividend 
yields of the securities purchased. This 
profitable condition of affairs was reversed 
by the rise in call money, and the closing 
out of large commitments naturally fol- 
lowed. 

Cushioned as it is by real prosperity in 
all lines of business, however, the market 
for some little time should continue irreg- 
ular, with narrow movements save in cases 
where individual] forces are at work. This 
is what Wall street knows as the traders’ 
market“ and its advent and prolongation 
would be of the highest possible advantage to 
the money market. 

In spite of the early date at which a 6 per 
cent rate has made its appearance, there is 
little in the money situation, local or inter- 
national, to create apprehensions of a real

ties markets, and how little it has to do with 
fundamentals could hardly have had better 
filustration than that afforded last week 
by the day to day developments in the busi- 
ness world.

Shows Mercantile Strength. 
Reflecting the excellent state of the mer- 
cantile world, there was the initial declara- 
tion of 2 per cent upon the common stock of 
the recently formed United Dry Goods com- 
pany, one of the largest concerns of its kind 
in the United States. An advance from an 
annual payment of 5 per cent to one of 6 
per cent was made by the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fé road. A corresponding increase, 
from 4 to 5 per cent, was mace by the Unit- 
ed States Realty company in the annual rate 
of distribution upon its stock.

Local Traders Are Bullish as Re- 
‘ sult of High Cash Prices. 


CROP ESTIMATE IS RAISED. 


Corn Report Is Bullish; Oats and Pro- 
visions Work a Little Lower. 


Conditions governing the course of wheat 
prices were not much changed during the 
week. The bumper crop in the northwest 
was confirmed by the government October 
report which made the total yield a little 
higher than the trade had figured at approx- 
imately 282,000,000 bu, and the total crop now 
officially estimated at about 725,000,000 bu 
in round numbers is about 60,000,000 bu more 
than was raised a year ago. While this 
was considered bearish in a way it did not 
have much effect on the trade. 

The main influences affecting the market 
at the present time are the slowly increas- 
ing stocks at a time when gains should be 
heavy and the light arrivals at winter wheat 
points, which makes it poselble to demand 
and obtain enormous premiums for all va- 
rieties of winter wheat. 

Farmers Still Slow Marketers. 

So far the farmer is not being attracted by 
the extravagant prices offered for No. 2 red 
winter, and is holding every bushel of it. 
While country advices indicate there is still 
considerable red winter wheat in nearly all 
sections, the experience of farmers last year 
is causing them all to wish to duplicate the 
experience of a few last spring. Prices now 
obtainable make it a question if the farmers 
will not overdo a good thing, and it Is barely 
possible that enough spring wheat and wheat 
from Oregon may be brought in to fill much. 
of the deficiency, leaving the farmers with 
red winter wheat on hand next spring. Much 
will depend on the outlook for the new crop, 
although farmers are now able to hold al- 
most indefinitely if they so desire. The 
present outlook is for a considerably larger 
area than was sown last year. 


Seeding Ahead of Last Year. 

Except in the southwest seeding of winter 
wheat is probably considerably ahead of 
last year, conditions having been much more 
favorable this season. Recent rains in the 
western part of Kansas and Nebraska have 
also improved condition in that locality. 
Early sown wheat is up and a good stand and 
color are reported. 

The northwest wheat movement is running 
about even with a year ago now, and the 
government figures may have some effect in 
increasing marketing. The opinion prevailed 


for a time that the September report esti- | 


mate would be reduced, private advices indi- 
cating that the outlook was not so great as a 
month ago. While the receipts In the north- 
west have been heavy, stocks at both Duluth 
and Minneapolis have increased slowly com- 
pared to a year ago, the total gain In stocks 
being 635,000 bu for the week at the two 
points. compared to more than 3.000,000 bu a 
year ago. The enormous flour trade keeps 
stocks down at Minneapolis. 


Flour Trade Is Enormous. 


Spring wheat millers are doing the biggest 
business in a number of years and at the 
same time there is little complaint heard from 
the winter wheat milling fraternity. Stocks 
were so depleted at the end of the last crop 
year that it appears the holes have not all 
been filled up yet, and thé majority of mills 
are still sold well ahead. This makes the 
sensationally strong cash premiums possible. 
Some increase is expected in winter wheat ar- 
rfvals in a few days, but it is not believed 
the run will prove burdensome. No export 
business is being done except in a little 
durum wheat, and an occasional cargo 
worked from the Pacific coast. 

Foreign news has been mixed, but generally 
a little bearish. Liverpool has ruled strong 
part of the time, due to reported decreasing 
stocks and the light receipts at united king- 
dom ports, only a comparatively small per- 
centage of the Russian and other countries 
finding its way to England. The demand 
from the continent has been insistent, and 
Germany and other importing countries have 
taken the bulk of the wheat. Reports of lo- 
custs in Argentina, coming with reports of 
a late crop, caused some concern abroad, 
and Argentine news will cut a large figure 
in the situation for the next few months. 
Reliable reports now say the outlook is for 
about the same sized crop as the last year. 
World’s shipments are running larger and 
world’s stocks are piling up a little faster 
than recently. 


Outside Trade Is Light. 

With outside trade light and the larger in- 
terests doing only a moderate volume of 
business, local pit sentiment has a good deal 
to do with making of prices, and at the mo- 
ment the majority of the professional tra~- 
ers are bullish. They find it easier to ad. 
vance prices than to depress them, and for 
that reason as much as any other they are 
working he bull side. Several of the larger 
shorts have switched to the bull side, and 
at times there has been little opposition. It 
the present price level, if maintained for a 
time, does not increase farm off?rings, the 
bulls may be entitled to score further 44 
vances, as with the present light stocks the 
price question is now practically for the 
grower to decide. Final prices for the 
week showed gains of 1%c for December and 
1% for May, whil& July was 1%c lower. 


Corn Rallies After Report. 


Corn prices rallied sharply following the 
government report on Friday, which show-d 
a small decline in condition from the Sep- 
tember figures, and indicating a crop of 
2.585,000,000 bu, but reacted again Saturday. 
Net changes for the week were advances of 
&%@%c for the active months and a decline of 
%% for October. Ideal weather conditiors 
for maturing the crop have encouraged loca! 
selling, and the best buying has been oy 
shorts. Investors have not taken hold of tne 
market aggressively. 

Receipts have been liberal and the ship- 
ping demand slow, although there have been 
moderate export sales of old corn neariy 
every day for a week, presumably to fill old 
sales. Country dealers have sold old corr 
rather freely, but so far the growers have | 


n 


— 
not parted with a great deal of either old 
or new corn on the decline, At the same 
time it is stated that there has been more 
corn sold to arrive during November and 
December than has been the cage in a number 
of years. The reduced feeding requirements 
will be an element of uncrtainty in the situa- 


tion. 
Oats Stocks Are Liberal. 

Pit conditions have been the main factors 
in oats. Recently there has been a good 
deal of spreading—buying of May oats and 
selling of May corn. This has helped to cre- 
ate a stronger tone at times, and the elevator 
interests have also checked a declining tu. u 
on several occasions. Stocks are liberal, 
but are alosely held, and farmers are not 
selling a» freely as expected. Bumper crop 

were confirmed by the governmeat 
October report. Cash trade moderate. May 
and Dec der both declined %c for the week. 


Fair Reaction in Provisions. 

A reactionary tendency was the rule in 
provisions, a not unnatural course after the 
prolonged advance. Conditions have not 
been altered materially and sentiment is stil! 
bullish. Early in the week some of tne 
local bulls who bought lard on the extreme 
advance liquidated, and there was a moder- 
ate volume of profit-taking by larger In- 
terests. Most of the sold out longs were 
willing to reinstate their lines on the break, 
and there was a moderate recovery. Hog c 
ceipts at the leading western points for the 
week were 283,000, against 402,000 a your 

Hog packing was much less than the 
corresponding ween a year ago, and the 
quality of the hogs Is, not very good. Senti- 
ment on the whole still leans to the bull side, 
especially for January product, which is 
regarded generally as selling at too great a 
Giscount under the nearby product. Final 
prices were 10@12%c lower for pork, 50100 
off for lard, and 74%@82%c down for ribs. 
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Trade in Wholesale Lines. 

AS usual ine early part of Uciover, whole- 
galers last week devoted most of their time 
to making deliveries on contracts, while less 
attention was paid to the selling depart- 
ments. Owing to the depleted condition of 
stocks in the hands of retailers and the anx- 
lety shown by so many merchants to repien- 
ish their stores at prevailing prices, jobbers 
found they had a gigantic job on their hands 
to meet the demands made upon them, and 
at the close they asserted that little progress 
had been made. 

An inadequate car service greatly ham- 
pered the outward movement of supplies and 
vast quantities of merchandise were {eft 
standing in the shipping rooms of various 
large houses when they should have been 
well on their way to the consumer. The re- 
sult was that shipping departments of whole- 
salers were in a congested condition and, 
although deliveries were being made after 
dates promised, forces had to be restrained 
until some of the accumulations on the 
market had been disposed of. 

Jobbers in dry goods, food products, foot- 
wear, clothing, and furniture reported buy- 
ers unusually responsive to soiicitors aad 
said that fears of a shortage in supplies and 
higher costs in the future were acting as a 
great stimulus to the trade. burther u, 
turns were made in the price of many com- 
modities, but the buyers continued anxious 
for supplies and gave prevailing values little 
consideration, the consensus of opinion ve- 


ing that higher prices would prevail later and ) 


that now was the time to buy. 

The iron and steel industry continued under 
a tremendous pressure, outputs of both 
forges and foundries attaining new records, 
while the shipments continued of astonish- 
ing volume. Prices also showed a well de- 
fined upward movement and the situation 
was a remarkably strong one in spite of the 
increased production.
